Chester FFA Alumnus Restores 


207-Year-Old Home on Family Far) ness 


estled atop a forested red clay knoll in southwest- 

ern Chester County near the northwest corner 

of Fairfield County is the beautiful Halsellville 
Farm Home. The home was built in 1797 and is located on a 
portion of an original land grant donated by the King of 
England to the Estes family in the mid-1700s. The farmhouse 
has been restored by Dr. John E. Roberts III, a descendent of the 
original owner of an adjacent land grant in 1752. Roberts, 
the owner and manager of Halsellville Farms, resides in 
the impressive home he rebuilt and refurbished with 
antique furniture handed down by his ancestors in the Roberts, 
Halsell, McClintock, Stevenson, Wagers, Clark and Estes 
families. 

The home, located at 1652 Halsellville Road, has all-wood 
walls restored as in the original house. The foundation and wall 
structure are all built from hand-hewn logs, with the ax scoring 
still present. The eight fireplaces are restored with bricks from the 
hearths of the old Roberts, Clark and McClintock homes, which 
are no longer standing except for their chimneys. 
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Attractively displayed in the den is a spinning wheel that 
belonged to Roberts’ great-great-grandmother, Jane Halsell. The 
home has two parlors, one for women and another for men, as 
was the custom in that era. A windmill located near the home, 
which provided water to the farm and home for many years, is 
still in use. 

From its beginning, Halsellville Farms was a self-sufficient 
entity. Cotton was the primary source of income. Sawmills were 
used to produce lumber for farm use and for market. All the feed 
for the animals was produced on the farm, as was most of the 
food for the family and farm laborers. 

The original owner of the farm, Nicholas Roberts, received in 
1752 a land grant from the King of England of substantial 
acreage between the eastern and western forks of the Little River 
in upstate South Carolina. The river begins in the southwestern 
edge of Chester County and forms the boundary of Fairfield and 
Richland counties to the southwest. The Halsell family also 
received a large land grant in the same community, along with the 
Estes family mentioned previously.

He 
attended Blackstock School from 1954 
until 1962 and graduated from Chester 
High School in 1966. While in high 
school, Roberts took agricultural educa- 
tion courses taught by John W. Parris and 
was active in the FFA Association. He competed in a number 


of career development events, including being a member of 
the State FFA runner-up Livestock Judging Team in 1964. 

Roberts graduated from Clemson University in 1970 
with his B.S. degree in biology and a minor in chemistry. 
He received his M.A. degree in biology and education 
from The Citadel and his PhD in education administration 
from the University of South Carolina. 

After graduating from Clemson University, Roberts 
served a three-year tour of active duty in the U.S. Army. His 
Overseas assignments included Germany, Vietnam and

Korea. He later joined the South Carolina National Guard, 
from which he retired as a colonel. He is a veteran of both 
Vietnam and Desert Storm. 

The owner of a 1,000-acre farm, he raises Hereford and 
Charolais beef cattle for crossbreeding. He is assistant prin- 
cipal at Chester County’s Student Assistant Center, where he 
also teaches math and science. 

Roberts has been named the Outstanding Conservation 
Teacher in Chester County by the Chester Conservation 
District Board of Commissioners and Outstanding 
Conservation Educator in South Carolina by the State 
Association of Conservation Districts. In 2003, his students 
won the first-place award in the Conservation Bulletin Board 
competition in three grade levels, in addition to their 
winning essays at the sixth- and seventh-grade levels.

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Agriculture Class Offered to Adults by Aiken Teacher

ozens of adult gardening enthusiasts are going back 
to school each year — Aiken High School, that is.

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Farm Fresh York County Strawberries at Christmas 


Bush-N-Vine Farms near York, S.C., grow and 
market fresh-from-the-field strawberries in the fall 


up to Christmas and again in the spring from the same plants. 
The family utilizes special horticulture techniques and certain 
varieties to produce top-quality berries during both seasons. 
Hall’s initial experience with drip irrigation and black 
plastic mulch was an on-farm demonstration in 1980 in 
concert with the S.C. Land Resources Commission, which 


was headed by John W. Parris, a pioneer in the promotion of 


this conservation technology. 

“We have 7 acres of strawberries on black plastic and drip 
irrigation. Once we get through picking berries in the spring, 
we plant cantaloupe, watermelon, squash, pumpkins and 
beans,” Hall said. “The following spring, we plant sweet corn, 
and this translates into 21 acres of crops without disturbing the 
soil for the final two crops.” 

This technology conserves water, energy and nutrients. 

“I am convinced this technology has done more to enhance 
produce farming in South Carolina than anything else in the 
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ob Hall and his family, owners and operators of 


past 25 years,” Hall said. “I doubt we would be in business 
today had this exciting technology not appeared on the 
agriculture scene.” 

Hall and other produce farmers have taken the technology 
a step further by using the plastic to extend the harvest time. 
This concept allows the producer to extend their risk further 
by getting a light crop for eight weeks in the fall and a full crop 
for six weeks in the spring. 

“Specialized farming is a constant learning process and 
must be approached with excitement as we plan for the next 
year and the future,” Hall said. 

Bob’s son, Samuel, is a student at York High School, where 
he is a member of the York Technology Center FFA Chapter. 
According to Frank Sandifer, agricultural education teacher at 
the center, Samuel is as interested and excited about this 
unique farming operation as anyone else in his family.
